To establish a certain Highway or Load instead of the 
County Line on Lot Number Five, in the Fifth Con- 
cession of the Township of Middleton.

Whereas it is necessary and expedient to establish a Public Highway 
or Read along the north-westerly part of the township of Middleton, bor- 


dering on the county of Oxford near the township of Dereham, as a 
County Road, in lieu of the original Gounty Line: ; 
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I.—Be it therefore enacted by the Council of the corporation of the 
county of Norfolk, in council assembled, that a Public Highway or Road 
shall be and it is hereby established as a County Road, as follows, that 
is to say: commencing where a stake has been planted by W. G. Won- 
ham, Esq., Provincial Land Surveyor, in the centre of the allowance for 
road between the said counties of Oxford and Norfolk, which said stake 
is sixty links westerly from where the westerly limit of lot number slx, 
in the fifth cencession of the township of Middleton, produced northerly 
would intersect the centre of the said road allowance; thence south thir- 
ty-one degrees thirty minutes. two chains eighty-two links to a stake set; 
thence south four degrees ten minutes west, six chains seventy-five links, 
more or less, to a stake set; thence south fifty-two degrees twenty-five 
minutes west, eighty-five chains ninety links, more or Jess, to the centre of 
the allowance for road between the townships of Middleton and Bayham, 
hence following the centre of the said road allowance north thirty de. 
grees west, fifty-one chains fifty-six links, more or less, to the centre of 
the allowance for road between the counties of Oxford and Norfolk,—the 
line above described to be the centre of a road of one chain in width.
